Mr. CanůwzLL, at the late meeting of convivial 
Druids, cast forth a darkening shadow upon many 
hopes. Although two millions of. long annuities 
will fall in next year, and the country will be 
relieved to that extent, we are not to expect a dimi- 
nution of imposts upon tea, sugar, and other articles 
of universal consumption. The elastic power of the 
country has rebounded, despite of foreign wars and 
internal alarm. Two millions of income and assessed 
taxes have been for a time removed, and yet the re- 
venue was within £200,000 of that of last year.— 
Still, Mr. Cardwell, echoing the clever Mr. Glad- 
stone, can hold Out no hope that the solemn engage- 
ment of successive Chancellors of the Exchequer 
will be carried out. In other words, we are to be 
oppressed by an income-tax for years, and it may be 
permanently. 

It is not pleasant to discover why this is necessary. 
Forty millions have been spent by Whig Administra- 
tions in transforming our fleet within the last few 
years, yet, until lately, we had wonderfully little to 
show for our money. New ships have been cut in 
two, lengthened in the middle, lengthened in the 
bow, and then lengthened in the stern. Millions 
have been thrown away in Government contracts, the 
waste of which is actually proverbial. Still, we want 
ships, and ten millions for fortifications. Cannot the 
classical and original Mr. Gladstone discover some 
source of revenue beside the income-tax, and pro- 
tect the vineyards of the rich without seizing the 
poor man’s lamb ? 

In its essence the income-tax is harsh, inquisitorial, 
and excessive. It becomes still more so by its 
unfairness. It is iniquitous to levy the same 
amount from professional or commercial income as 
from real property. One man, suppose, has some 
twenty thousand pounds in bank. On that twenty 
thousand pounds he pays not a farthing of taxation. 
It lies there untouched for his children, and their 
children. Hepays only on the interest he annually 
receives. Another possesses no money in bank, yet 
he mustlive. His work and daily toil of body and 
brain ‘is all his capital, all his store. Should the 
Angel of Death call him away, his capital vanishes 
with himself. He leaves his children absolutely no- 
thing, yet while he lives he is compelled to pay 
upon his vanishing capital exactly the same amount 
which the stockholder pays upon his interest, while 
his capital is untouched. 

There was an ancient legislator once---Mr. Glad- 
stone should know something of him, for his name 
is connected with the history of those Homeric poems 
which Mr. Gladstone has written upon so volumi- 
nously. Solon, in regulating the finances of Athens, 
some four-and-twenty centuries ago, devised a gra- 
duated income-tax. The wealthy paid a tax of 12 
per cent., the less affluent 7 per cent., those who 
were poorer 4 per cent., and the lowest class nofhing. 
Solon was wise in hisgeneration. He ta clearly that 
the owner of three thousand a year could more readily 
retrench the amountof the tax, than the owner of three 
hundred. A rich man may discharge one or two 
servants, give fewer entertainments, or maintain a 
horse or a few hounds less, and thus may save his 
income-tax without the loss of a single personal com- 
fort. But how can the man of two or three hundred 
a year retrench? Themere necessaries of life--clothes, 
rent, education for his children--swallow up piteously 
all his earnings, and the tax must rob him of neces- 
saries, and, therefore, shorten life, or he must deny 
his sons that education which is their only sesame to 
independence. The men of this day are so split up 
into hostile camps—so fascinated with their own 
shibboleth, that they overlook a weight which presses 
so unfairly upon all. A tax so utterly unjust as 
this is--so opposed to all principles of finance, 
would never have been submitted to, were those who 
suffer most severely united to oppose if. Divide et 
impera is the motto of unscrupulous Statesmen. The 
people bow to an iniquiteus ukase as if it came from 
Destiny, and submit to it as they must to Death.

Austria and Russia were no longer 
robber and tyrant Powers. Every one congratulated 
himself that the representative of a revolutionary Em- 
pire had cured himself of his earlier exaggerations, and 
had become so moderate. But Walewski became 
Minister, and our English politicians began to diminish 


treme Li was becoming too complete. From a 
fierce Republican he had become a sort of Imperial 
Tory. He had grown notonly to detest all insurgent 
nationalities, but to visit with his severe discourage- 
ment all Constitutional Governments. When Europe 
was startled by some threatening demonstration which 
provoked every free people to anger, it was 
Walewski who ostensibly bore the odium of the act. 
It was Walewski who insisted upon “regulating” Bel- 
gium. It was Walewski who proposed to compel Eng- 
land to banish Bernaro. When the Emperor allowed 
himself to be carried away by & “ generous impulse,” 
and went forth to emancipate Italy, it was Walewski 
who suggested that enough had been done. When the 
convention of Villafranca had been signed it was Wa- 
lewski who interpreted it to mean the restoration of 
Italy to Austria and her satraps. Now, when the Pope 
is threatened, the Imperial threat comes forth in an ano- 
vymous pamphlet, and it is Walewski, the responsible 
Minister, who undertakes to reassure the Pope and 
— official France by the side of old Conservative 
owers. 


We have long been perplexed to know what this 
meant. Wasit thought to be astute policy that the of- 
ficial language of France should always be in direct 
contradiction to her national action? Or did the Em- 
peror take pleasure in exhibiting to the world what a 
mere empty pageant was the Imperial entowrage of Mi- 
nisters and Secretaries ? Was Walewski commanded, 
or was he only allowed to parade these preferences for 
despotism ? The enigma is still hard to guess, All 
we know is that he is for the present cast aside ; and 
all that we can infer is that the Emperor of the French 
is desirous at this moment, and for this moment, to shuf- 
fleoff the Conservative face which he had kept turned 
towards Austria and Russia, ‘to break through all 
the bonds which he had twined round himself at 
Villafranca, and to return to the attitude which 
he affected when he went forth to make 
war for his idea. Napoleon III. is now 
in the difficulty which commonly besets clever 
people who play a double game—he has only a choice of 
two evils. He must break his engagements with Austria 
and protect Italy against foreign interference, or he 
must keep his engagements with Austria, abandon Italy 
to her fate, and confess before the world that his idea 
was a delusion, and Magenta and Solferino but hideous 
blunders. If he adopt the first alternative, he risks a 
collision with all the Catholic Powers c; Lurope; if he 
adopt the latter, he becomes ridiculous in the eyes of a 
nation which can better endure a grinding tyranny than 
a stinging epigram. The dismissal of Walew ski is a 
declaration that Napoleon III. is disposed to commit 
himself to the more liberal and generous line of policy, 
to cast himself into the Italian cause, and to maintain it 
against all the powers of despotism, and the hostility of 
the Church. ° 


Under these circumstances, Napoleon III. naturally 
looks with anxiety to England. Wil England under- 
take to help him to guarantee the soil of Italy frem the 
tread of foreign soldiery ? Wethink we can answer 
the question. It is the best service that can be done 
to the Emperor, now that he is in the dilemma, of which 
we have oftentimes and long ago warned him, to tell 
him candidly what he has to hope from this country. 
There are many matters of high import which depend 
upon the Ministers of the day, but matters of 
the very highest are decided by the general popular 
will. As Tacitus said of our German ancestors, so 
it is with their descendants--“ De minoiibus rebus 
“principes consultant, de majoribus omnes. If 
we knew anything of the sentiments of our 
countrymen, nothing is more certain than that 
this nation would not endure any Ministry which should 
propose to pledge England to an offensive alliance with 
France against the rest of Europe. We wish well to 
Italy, but we “do not go to war for an idea.” 
If we did so, we should prefer to do so upon our own 
policy, and with confidence in our own right. 

we did so, we should, moreover, prefer to have 
some control over our own position and some con- 
fidence that our allies would fight the whole 
fight out with us, and not make peace at in- 
convenient seasons. If we did so, we should like 
to go into it unfettered by any such engagements 
as might eompel us, perhaps, to look on with 
approval while our ally pushed on an army to 
the Rhine, and to submit hopelessly while he 
made a compact for the dismemberment of the East. 
It is a very generous part which Napoleon has assumed, 
but, as the barbarous civil law maxim gays Qui capit 
advantagia etiam disadvantagia.” To him be all the 
glory, but to him also be the labour. It is his idea, 
not ours. It is an engagement which he has under- 
taken for himself, under no encouragement from us. It 
is not for us, at this last moment, to imitate a conduct 
which we have persistently cendemned; it is not for us 
to play the part of Sardinia without Sardinia’s 
excuse. We will honour, glorify, sympathise, admire, 
but in this quarrel, and under these conditions, we will 
not fight. 


The Daily News on the prospects of Protestantism 
in Hungary: 

The last news from Hungary shows, in painful dis- 
tinctness, that the reign of terror has set in, and that all

violence to retrace its steps. Dark omens threaten the 
House of Hapsburg. Its empire is already divided, 
bankru stares it in the face, and disaffection is ri - 
sing in almost every province beneath its rule. But 
instead of inciting it to better courses, these ominous 
warnings only confirm it in its evil and desperate way. 
Francis Joseph has resolved to abandon all consider- 
ations either of justice or mercy in dealing with the 
Hungarians. In defence of their rights they appeal 
to the fundamental laws of the empire, to the treaties 
that have guaranteed them, to the Emperor's own volun- 


engagements to respect them: But the appeal was in 
— 2 being addressed to one whois ready to — every- 


their satisfaction ; for Walewski’s conversion from ex- thing. justice, humanity, the welfare of his pedple. the 


peace of his empire, to gratify his own Imperial will. 
This brutal policy is tersely summed up in the reply 
which the Emperor is reported to have made to Count 
Bissengen, the Governor of Venice, in urging him to 
adopt conciliatory measures towards the Venetians :-— 
„What do I care whether the Venetiat# or Hungarians 
love me or not, if they only fear me? i never will 
agree to make concessions. My sword anc my 
army will uphold the integrity of my monarchy, 
and if they cannot, let the whole concern go to the 
dogs.” In other words, Francis Joseph, like Macbeth), 
silences all remonstritices either from within or without 
from the same instinct of self-preservation, and for the 
same reasons that have been common to despots in every 
age :'— 
For mine own good 

All causes shall give way ; I am in bleod 
Stept in so far, that, should I wade no more, 
Returning were as tedious as go oer. 


‘lhe Globe on the Sentence pronounced by an 
Austrian Court of Justice on an Hungarian Protes- 
tant 

Edward Zsedenyi, an Hungarian, Protestant in 
religion and Conservative in politics, has been sentenced 
by the Criminal Court of Kaschau to four years’ penal 
servitude in irons and loss of pension, for the vague 
offence of inciting to contempt of, and resistatice to, the 
laws. That the reader may form some idea of what 
this means,let us describe a hypothetical case dra Wh from 
contemporary politics. 

At this moment a religious tempest is disturbing the 
equanimity of the jog-trot town of Reading. A Jew 
has had the audacity to present himself as a candidate 
for the suffrages of the ten-poundefé bf Reading: A 
Conservative has come out. in opposition. This Specimen 
of the British bigot is Mr. Ralph Benton, and, grea‘<* 
in authority than his Hebrew foe, he has actually 
announced to the electors that he stands upon what 
he calls his Christianity, and has declared that the con- 
test is expressly one between a Jew and a Christian. 
Suppose the Government were to arrest Mr. Bent on 
— Dr. Cowan because they denounce in unmeasured 
terms the act admitting Jews to Parliament, what 
shouldzwe all do? We should all become the friends of 
Mr, nson. ‘Take another case. There is the 
income-tax. Who can count the speeches annually 
made against it; yet who dreams of even arresting 
the opposition ? 

Now, the right of public meeting, religious as well as 
political, is as much a right in Hungary as it is in Eng- 
land. It would be quite as just to try and sentence to 
penal servitude the enemies of Jewish emancipation 
and the enemies of the income-tax, as it is to try M. 
Edward Zsedenyi for leading an opposition in Kaschau 
to the Imperial patent of September, granting delusive 
concessions to the Protestants of Hungary. The crime 
of the Hungarian Conservative is a crime committed 
every day in England, Belgium, the United States, and 
the British Colonies. The Hungarian, who politically 
had supported Austria for the last twenty years, and 
who, asa Protestant, opposed her religious policy in 
1859 by protesting against concessiona which fell short 
of the legal rights of his persuasion, is for that act sen- 
tenced to feur years’ penal servitudein irons! Why, 
this is worse than the conduct which the Stateof Vir- 
ginia displayed at the trial of Brown, and in the execu- 
tion of all who took part in theaffair at Harper's Ferry. 
Brown and his fellows had deserved death, because they 
broke every law, but policy and charity might have dic- 
tated a less sweeping sentence. Zsedenyi, however, had 
not broken the laws of his country, although he had of 
fended and thwarted the wishes of those who, by the 
aid of Russia, established an extra-l@gal dominion over 
Hungary. 

It is manifest that the Austrian Government is inca- 
pable of learning anything. Experience only goes skin 
deep. The fate of her rule in — should have taught 
her what to avoid. Hungary, unlike Italy, has a past, 
not long closed, remarb able in European history for its 
political and religious franchises and constitutional 
traditions. In spite of her mixed population and divers 
persuasions, she, unlike Italy, has also been, and now is, 
united in reverence for that past, and faith in its return. 
The old constitutional forms and processes, the old re- 
ligious freedom, won and preserved at great cost, are 
fresh in the memories of men. How, if Austria could 
not keep her Italian dominions and Italian rule, can she 
hope to keep her rule over Hungary by a policy of centra- 
lisation, tyranny, and usurpation? Some day, when 
Austria wants allies, when it suits any of her neigh- 
bours to turn an armed hand against her, then the Em- 
peror of Austria will regret, perchance, that he is not 
the constitutional King of Hungary. How strange it is 
that the Cabinet of Vienna should be blind to a course 
dictated by policy and justice, and should fear to do 
right, lest it should weaken its power, and not fear to 
do wrong, which assails that power at its very founda- 
tions. At least, Austria should remember that an 
Hungarian outbreak might afford more than one Power

14, Studsatships were founded in Trinity College, open to 
candidates 6! all religious denominations, to be tenable for 
a period not exceeding seven years, with a salary to be fixed 
by the Provost and Senior Fellows, not exceeding £100 per 
annum for each. The Provost and Senior Fellows have been 
given to determine the number of Studentships to be filled 
upevery year. The following are the regulations with re- 
spect te the election of University Students 

I. Twe students shall be elected annually—one from the 
Senior Moderators in Mathematics and Physics, and one from 
the Senior Moderators in Classics. 

II. A member of the board shall preside at each Modera- 
torship Examination. 

III. At the next election to Studentships the results of the 
Moderatorship Examinations shall be the basis upon which 
the Board will elect, according to the subjoined regulations 

1, In addition to the primary courses, Mathematics and 
Physics, or Classics, the Board will take into accoynt the 
answering of the candidates in one other Moderatershi 
course. 2. Students taking the Mathematical and Physics 
Moderatorship as a primary course may take up Classics as 
aprimary course, and vice rersa. 8, The weight to be as- 
signed to the primary and secondary courses respectively 
shall be inthe preportion ofthreetotwo. 4. A minimum 
shall be fixed for each course, and the merit of each candi- 
date shall be measured by the excess of his answering above 
that minimum. The minimum in each course shall be one- 
fourth of the total weight of the course. Each elector shall 

vote for the two candidates whose answering on the whole 
shall appear to be most distinguished, provided there be no 
ovjection to such candidates on the score of moral character 
or conduct. No student who, after the 31st March, 1859, 
shall drop more than one clasa, will be permitted to bea can- 
didate for Moderatorship.

The 
House of Commons had already agreed to a £10 fran- 
chise for the county, and it the £6 rental for the bo- 
roughs were adopted, it would about double the consti- 
tuencies of Manchester, Birmingham, and the large pro- 
gressive cities; but in small parish places, as they are called, 
in which anew street had not been erected in the memory 
of the oldest inhabitants, the increase would not be more 
than about ten per cent. In Exeter for instance, 
where there was a considerable population, the increase 
would not be more than 20 per cent., or one-fifth 
more than the present. There were 134 boroughs in 
the United Kingdom, which returned 198 members of 
Parliament. Some were so small that it was impossible 
to give them an adequate constituency. There were 
56 boroughs, each with a population of 5,900, return- 
ing 87 members, with an average of 324 votes in each 
place—(loud cries of shame shame). There were 9 
boroughs in Ireland, with a population of 5,000 each, 
with an average number of 73 fvotes, and they 
returned 90 members to Parliament, There were 
69 boroughs where the constituencies would 
be insufficient for any proper scale of re- 
presentation. There were 23 boroughs with popu- 
lations over 50,000, returning 42 members, and 12 
boroughs, over 47,000, returning 24 members. It must 
be, therefore, quite clear that Parliament would not be 
justified in continuing the present system of representa- 
tion. Taking the whole of the votes in the United 
Kingdom, they did not amount to more than 100,000, and 
the proposed measure would only increase it to 1,500,000 
and he was certain that no man calling himself a re- 
former could object to that increase of the constituency.

Lands to the annual value of £30,000 have 
been added to his territory; he is allowed to increase the 
strength othis army; arrears due from himto the Govern- 
ment on account of assigned districts have been remitted; 
and henceforth no payment is to be claimed from him 
whenjthe proceeds of these districts fall short of the sum 
formerly stipulated. But something still more impor- 
tant remains behind. ‘I lave already told your High- 
ness, said the Viceroy, that if unhappily lineal heirs 
shall fail you, the Government will see with pleasure 
your adoption of a successor according to the rules and 
traditions ot your family. Your Highness, and all your 
Highness’ subjects, may be sure that it is the earnest 
desire of the paramount Power that the loyal and prince- 
ly house of Seindia shall be perpetuated and flourish.’ 
This frank recognition of the right of adoption—which 
is not singular and restricted to Scindia’s case, for the 
same privilege has been granted to the Rajahs of Chir- 
karee and Rewah, and two other chiefs—is exceedingly 


“ The past fortnight has also witnessed the inau- 
guration of a new policy in Onde, from which the 
best results may be expected. On the recommenda- 
tion of Mr. Wingfield, the Chief Commissioner, Lord 
Canning has granted to half-a-dozen of the most 
intelligent and influential of the Talookdars, Maun 
Singh being the best known name on the list, the 
power earnestly desired by them of acting as col- 
lectors of revenue, responsible only to the Commis- 
sioner and his deputy forthe territories of which 
they are the proprietors. . This is the first sensible 
and practical attempt to identify the interests of the 
native chiefs with our own, and to make them active 
and useful servants of the State, and the progress of 
the experiment in Onde will be anxiously watched.

Our own shipping interest is of more parameunt im- 
portance, and I make no apology for reverting to a sub- 
ject which has from time to time occupied this corres- 
pondence, not without serious cause, and not without 
thorough cognisance of the facts. From what I am in a 
position to learn in circles connected with the French 
Admiralty, a small casus belli is quietly at nurse here, 
and when occasion offers may be produced to justify 
rupture with England. I mean the cod-fishery misun- 
derstanding. It is no secret in Ministerial quarters 
here, that the late commissions issued by both Govern- 
ments have been downright failures. ‘The French com- 
plain that they had men to deal with utterly ignorant 
of French, unacquainted with the Labrador coast, and 

rfectly at sea on the whole question. Mr. Kent, the 
Newfoundland colonial delegate, was a perfect cipher in 
all respects, and the particulars given would be amusing 
if the matter were not serious. When the local prelate 
made no difficulty of telling that he had not taken any 
oath of allegiance to Queen Victoria, and never meant 
todo so; when annexation to America was freely 
broached, it is high time for the Colonial Office to see 
to it. Newfoundland, from all that reaches me, may be 
yet the scene of a combined French and A can 
“difficulty.” I disclaim being oracalar, but there was 
an oracle (which, quoting from memory, I hope is gc- 
-curately remembered) about a certain Salamis, of naval 
battle renown :—

THE VICTORIA BRIDGE, CANADA. 

An interesting account is given in the Times (leading 
article) of the Victoria-bridge over the St. Law- 
re ice :— 

“This bridge is the most magnificent work of the kind 
in existence; for, although within our own island we have 
the bridge across the Menai Straits, yet in every point 
the Victoria-bridge isfar superior. The St. Lawrence, 
as may readily be seen by areference to the map, together 
with the great chain of lakes, actually divides North 
America in two, from the Rocky Mountains to New 
Brunswick. There is, indeed, an admirably planned 
wooden bridge at Niagara, but it is not to be mentioned 
as a rival of the stupendous achievement at Montreal. 
The provinces of the North American Union are now 
so‘ intimately connected by iron lines that all 
that was wanting to bring the Union into close communi- 
cation with Canada was to span the St. Lawrence, and 
this has now been done. It seemsa prosaic test to ap- 
ply toa work which appears to have been inspired by the 
very poetry of engineering, but to us” there seems some- 
thing very prophetic of the future in the simple statc- 
ment of freight carried over the Victoria-bridge during 
five nights after it had been opened for traffic. We read 
that from West to East there passed 162 cars, contain- 
ing 11,723 barrels of flour, 1,552 barrels of pork, 140 
bales of cotton and 110 tons of general goods. From 
East to West there passed 130 cars, containing 534 tons 
of general goods, 170 tons of iron, and 39,000 feet of 
lumber. Now, this looks very prosaic end common- 
place, but let us see what it means. Ilere we have 
evidence that the corn-growers, the provision mer- 
chants, and the cotton-planters of the United States are 
ready and eager to avail themselves of this opening for 
traffic. On the other hand, and on the Canadian side 
all persons engaged in the timber and iron trades, and, 
as we may presume, the general merchants in the 
mother country, are nothing loth to meet the producers 
of the Union half-way. ‘This simple register of com- 
mercjal transactions, which at the first glance reads like 
n mere invoice, is more siguificant than any of the conside- 
rations which were urged with exuberant rhetorical power 


by thes ers at the opening banquet. 
“ If mus remembered that, independently of the 
engineering difficulties of this undertaking, the work 


ofthe year is almost Arctic in its severity. It is said, 
however, that no iron tubes, despite of these drawbacks, 
have ever been put together more scientifically or se- 
curely, and that never has stone been heaped upon stone 
with greater care to ensure durability than in the case of 
the Victoria-bridge. It is, mdeed, to be doubted if ever 
a monument has been raised by human hands which can 
offer a prouder memorial of the race which reared it 
than the Victoria-briége. To Robert Stephenson is due 
the merit of its conception; to Messrs. Peto and Brassey 
the praise which belongs to the contractors for such a 
work when successfully executed. We believe that the 
great bulk of the money which has been employed upon 
the construction of the line and the bridge come 
from the pockets of British capitalists.

The churches and schools are well and 
regularly attended; besides, they are most liberally sup- 
ported, and the congregations evinced the deepest re- 
ligious feeling in the discharge of their duties. As 
additional proof of the success of missionary labours in 
Sierra Leone, the rev. gentleman mentioned that 
since their introduction that colomy had contributed no 
less than £10,009 to the Church Missionary Society; 
moreover, the colony itself has now begun to educate natives 


the diffusion of the Gospel thereand other parts of Africa. 
As regarded India, notwithstanding the evils attendant upon 
the late revolt there, it was still unquestionable that it Lad 
also left behind it many seeds of good. The natives, for in- 
stance, were now less confident than heretofore in the power 
of their gods tohelp them. They admit that, when they 
prayed to them, during the late hostilities, they did not assist 
them to conquer the Europeans, and thev say that, although 
they still believe them to be true, the God of the Christians 
is more powerful than they are. The late policy pursued 
towards the natives has also had a happy effect. They see that 
the Government was disposed to sheathe the sword as soon as 
the rebellion was put down, and to treat them with lenity 
and humanity. hey also perceive the inutility of insur- 
rection, and that the safest course is to remain loyal. Ano- 
ther advantage produced by the revolt is, that it has induced 
the Government to changeits policy in regard to the mainte- 
nance of the Christian religion in India; for by its recent 
acts it has shown its determination to pretect the converted 
heathen in all his rights, in spite of the prejudices of the na- 
tives, whose religion he has abandoned. In connexion 
with this subject, the speaker referred to the conduct of Sir 
John Lawrence, whose acts and general policy in India he 
commended highly, The rev. gentleman, in alluding to China, 
said, that the late reverses toour arms there had an injurious 
effect upon the missionaries. The Chinese now take every 
opportunity to throw contempt upon them, and, besides, they 
circulated the most absurd stories in relation to their objects, 
for the purpose of exciting the hatred of the people against 
them. One oftheir stories was, that the English intended to 
put all theconverts in the front of their battles with the 
Chinese, and to save themselves by sacrificing 
them. In consequence of the present state 
of affairs, the missionaries in Chima wrote somewhat des- 
pondingly, but it is was quite likely that there would soon 
come a reaction, just as in India, when the missionary cause 
would wear as hopeful an aspect as ever. The rev. gentle- 
man concluded his remarks by reference to the state of the 
funds, which, he safff, was not as satisfactory as had been 
anticipated. He hoped, however, that the deficiency, as 
compared with past years, would be made up by renewed 
exertion and greater assiduity on the part of their Christian 
friends.

— “Nothing is more certain than that this nation would 
not endure any Ministry which should propose to 
pledge England to an offensive alliance with France, 
against the rest of Europe.

If we did so we should 
prefer to do so upon our own policy, and with confidence 
in our own right. If we did so we would like to go into 
it unfettered by any such engagement as might compel 
us, perhaps, to look an with approval while our ally 
pushed on with an army to the Rhine, and to submit 
hopelessly while he made a compact for the dismember- 
ment of the East. We will, however, glorify, sympa- 
thise,admire, but in this quarrel, under these condi- 
ditions, we will not fight.’ 

COUNT WALEWSKI’S RETIREMENT. 

The Herald considers the retirement ot Count Walewski 
a hopeful sign of the Emperor's determination not to be 
thwarted by Austria, by the clergy, or by his own ser- 
vants, in his scheme for reconciling the temporal power 
of the Pope with the avowed object of the war in Italy. 

The Post is not inclined to admit that Walewski's re- 
tirement adds to the complication of affairs. The event, 
carefully considered, affords strong evidence—if not 
proof—that the Emperor Napoleon has made up his mind 
to take up his line with us on the Italian question. In 
that case, Congress or no Congress, Italy will be free. 

The Times also considers the dismissal of Walewski 
a declaration that Napolcon III. is disposed to commit 
himself to the more liberal and generous line of policy, 
to cast himselfinto the Italian cause, and to maintain 
it against all the powers of despotism, and all the hos- 
tility of the church. — —
